The meeting adjourned after 
four hours and the participants

U.S. Ambassador Henry Ca­ 
bot Lodge said that the Commu­ 
nist command planned its offen­ 
sive long ago and made detailed 
and careful preparations which 
were in no way a response to 
U.S. acts. 
“It is clear,” he continued, 
“that the attacks which were 
launched on Feb. 22 were not 
undertaken as a response to any 
recent allied initiative. They 
were instead the long-heralded 
winter-spring campaign of 1969, 
a campaign of which your side 
warned in advance and of which 
it has boasted since.” 
In advance of the session, re­ 
ports circulated that the United 
States and North Vietnam are 
conducting secret negotiations 
on troops withdrawals in an­ 
other capital, probably Vienti­ 
ane, Laos. 
It was reported the United 
States entered into the negotia­ 
tions away from Paris to avoid 
trouble with its South Vietnam­ 
ese allies and that North Viet­ 
nam did likewise to keep the 
National Liberation Front out 
of it. 


PARIS (AP) — The United 
States charged today the Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese of­ 
fensive in South Vietnam “is a 
calculated part of a plan to take 
over South Vietnam, by force.”' 
At the ninth session of the 
Paris peace talks, South Viet­ 
nam accused the other side of 
preparing a massive new attack 
on Saigon and said unless it is 
called off it will have an ad­ 
verse impact on the negotia­ 
tions. (See war story, page 2.) 
The Viet Cong’s National Lib­ 
eration Front defended the of­ 
fensive as an answer to what it 
called “terrorist and sweep op­ 
erations against the South Viet­ 
namese people." It asserted 
President Nixon’s w arning of an 
“appropriate response” to the 
current offensive was a threat 
to escalate the war. 
North Vietnam declared the 
United States and its allies had 
intensified the war, a charge re­ 
jected by the American delega­ 
tion..

LOS ANGELES (UPIi-The 
charges lodged against the man 
who handled the autopsy of Sen. 
Robert F, Kennedy were some 
of 
the 
most 
bizarre 
ever . 
brought against a public offi- - 
cial. 
Detailed in a 10-page letter, 
the accusations strongly sug­ 
gested 
Los 
Angeles 
County 
Coroner Thomas Noguchi. 42. 
suffered neurotic fantasies and 
needed psychiatric treatment. 
Examples of erratic behavior 
catalogued by his staff and 
presented to his superiors by 
the county administrative offi­ 
cer included reports that: 
Noguchi prayed for airplane 1 
crashes that would bring glory 
and renown to the coroner’s 
office; 
Noguchi expressed a strong 
desire to perform autopsies on 
county officials still alive. 


RACISM CHARGED 
Noguchi denied the charges 
“ generally and specifically’* and 
his wife. Hisako, said he was a 
victim of racial discrimination, 
but he was fired this week by 
the Los Angeles County Board 
of Supervisors. 
Noguchi’s attorney called the 
allegations "distorted,,» ridiculous 
and 
untrue” 
and 
said 
the 
dismissal would be appealed 
before the county civil service 
commission and the courts if 
necessary. 


The 
letter, 
prepared 
by 
Administrative Officer Lindon 
S. Hoi linger and addressed to 
Noguchi, said. "Many members 
of your staff, both lay and . 
professional, 
have 
expressed 
grave doubts as to your mental 
health.** 
Specific accusations included: 
After Kennedy was shot June 
5, but before he died 25 hours 
later, Noguchi expressed 'the 'be­ 
lief the senator would not live 
and his death would give the 
coroner a “ chance to make a 
reputation.” 


•PRAYED FOR CRASH* 


“ On one occasion you stated 
that you prayed that Mayor 
Sam Yorty’s helicopter would 
crash, because the press would 
be there and you would be there 
and this would bring glory and 
prestige to the office.” 
The letter quoted Noguchi as 
expressing to a physician the 
desire to perform autopsies on 
Hollinger.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Teachers Try To Force 
Salary Hikes In Secret 
Spurred by the California Teachers 
Association, Marin's school teachers 
this year are asking for salary in­ 
creases well above those granted in the 
past — and in some cases are trying to 
push them through without the public 
knowing about them. 
They may be succeeding in several 
districts. 
TAMALPAIS HIGH S C HOOL 
District teachers this week presented a 
demand for a 10 per cent salary in­ 
crease plus additional fringe benefits. 
And they objected to presenting it in 
public. 
Last week, Larkspur School District 
teachers handed their board of 
trustees a demand for an 18.8 per cent 
increase, along with a seven-page set 
of rules for negotiating on it. 
Larkspur and Tamalpais Hi gh 
School District trustees refused, right­ 
ly enough, to receive salary demands 
in secret. To do so would be contrary 
both to law and to the public interest. 
HOWEVER, IN DIXIE S c h o o l 
District negotiations are under way on 
teacher salaries for next fiscal year, 
yet the demands or proposals have not 
been made public. 
In Mill Valley, Supt. James A. 
Collins is negotiating with a teacher 
salary committee, yet its demands 
have not been made public. 
In Reed School District, the board of 
trustees has recognized a teacher 
negotiating council, but its demands 
have not been made public. 
In Ross, trustee L. G. Maclise is con­ 
ducting negotiations with teachers on 
salary demands that have not been 
made public. 
In Sausalito, negotiators have been 
named by the school board, but the 
demands on which they are to meet 
and confer have not been made public. 
IT IS A FAIR GUESS that in these 
districts, the teachers are asking 
somewhere between the 8.5 per cent 
raise sought in Novato Unified District 
— the lowest damand so far reported 
— and the 20 per cent asked in San 
Anselmo School District — the highest 
so far reported. 


All these raises, of course, would be 
in addition to the annual increment, 
about $300 in most districts, which 
the teachers receive automatically. 
Some of the districts could perhaps 
pay the raises without going to the 
voters for an increase in tax rate ceil­ 
ings. Some could not. 
Salaries make up 80 to 85 per cent 
of a school budget. Therefore, a 10 per 
cent salary raise means an 8 per cent 
tax raise, one way or another. 
TWO1 AND ONE-HALF years ago, 
the California Teachers Association’s 
-Bay Section served notice on all school 
boards that the Ralph M. Brown Act 
requires them to conduct their 
business in public.' 
This year, however, the CTA is mak­ 
ing an altogether different pitch. Its 
various local associations are seeking 
to meet in secret with school boards to 
bargain away the taxpayers’ money in 
the form of increased salaries 
fringe benefits. 
It would pay the taxpayers at 
time of year to attend school board 
meetings — and to make sure that the 
teachers’ salary demands and the 
board’s reactions to them a re 
thoroughly aired within the hearing of 
at least a representation of those who 
will have to pay the bills.

Flournoy has gone as far as 
he can to take the appraisers 
out of the class on pólitical ap­ 
pointments, but the best he can 
do under present law is to hold 
his own examinations and find 
out whether the appraisers are 
qualified. 
This procedure has improved 
the picture, but Flournoy 
wants these state employees 
under civil service, and wants 
revision of the inheritance tax 
system. 
“WE ARE TRYING." the 
controller said, "once more to 
establish an inheritance tax 
appraising system procedure 
free of political patronage im­ 
plications. which will simplify, 
consolidate and strengthen the 


administration of th e in­ 
heritance tax law." 
The controller estimates the 
plan he advocates this year 
will save taxpayers and estates 
some $3.8 million annually, 
with no loss of revenues to the 
state treasury. 
He pointed out that previous 
attempts to enact changes 
have died in the Senate 
governmental Efficiency Com­ 
mittee, which Is well known as 
the “graveyard" of much con­ 
troversial legislation. 
Whether this committee will 
get the measure for con­ 
sideration again this year re­ 
mains to be seen, but the 
prediction is that If it does, 
another attempt to revise the 
l aws regarding inheritance 
procedures wilt go down the 
drain.

'THE' TENSION today grows 
out of the conviction that the 
establishment is deliberately 
playing down the consequences 
of the latest communist of­ 
fensive. 'One of the most 
r e sponsible correspondents, 
Charles. Mote1 of 'the New York 
Times, wrote a, dispatch deal­ 
ing with what he interpreted as 
an. attempt, to minimize the 
shelling of the cities and the 
enemy ground attacks sharply 
raising the level of American 
casualties. 
'This would perhaps be unim­ 
portant, — no more than the 
kind, of sniping' between press 
and officialdom in m a n y 
capitals — if it were not that 
one of the principal objectives 
of the latest offensive is at 
issue. The communist goal, it 
seems clear,, is to convince 
American, opinion, that the Na­ 
tional Liberation Front and 
North Vietnam can carry on. 
the war indefinitely. Therefore, 
at the Paris talks the United 
States must make major con­ 
cessions and start to move 
American forces out of a, 
hopeless war at once. 
Anything that serves this 
purpose, as officialdom here 
sees It, serves the 'enemy. 
Hanoi has been, broadcasting a 
James Restan column, follow­ 
ing disclosure of 453 American, 
casualties in a single week, 
calling for a, quick ending of 
the war. The North Vietnam, 
radio picked up a New Yorker 
.magazine article s t e r n .1 y 
critical, of the American 'posi­ 
tion .in, both Paris and Saigon. 
IN-DEPTH reporting of the 
political subtleties, the com­ 
plexities of a. highly complex 
situation, is sametimes sent 
and never used.

A councilman's request to con­ 
sider putting one new streetlight 
on one existing utility pole on a 
dark Larkspur street sparked a 
testy exchange at last night's 
city council meeting.

The exchange came as a 
result of the request by Coun­ 
cilman William G. Fleck!es that 
the city consider putting a light 
on Via Hermosa near Elíseo 
Drive.

Fleckles's request of city j 
manager Kent B. Bathurst, 
made by phone last Sunday 
night, led to what the other four 
members of the council con­ 
sidered a full-fledged survey of 
lighting needs in the city. 
Major Alfred Mai vino started 
off the discussion by saying he 
thought all such surveys, unless 
they constituted a “ r e a l 
emergency,” should be: cleared 
through the mayor. 
After the 'three other court- 
cilmen agreed with. Malvino, 
Fleckles said he had only asked 
for consideration of "one Fight 
on one pole, . .any insinuations 
notwithstanding.” 
He said the area near the 
school was dark and dangerous 
and should be lighted, adding: 
“Somebody owes me some kind 
of, not an apology, but a 
reassessment of the idea that I'd 
be naive enough to ask the staff 
to go out and make a full-fledg­ 
ed survey without the approval 
of the rest of the council. 
“I want it understood I did not 
ask for it. . . I don't think it was 
needed.” 
The subject flared again when 
councilman Neil R. Brixon said 
he had just driven past the spot 
and It was. not dark. '“The prob­ 
lem is not driving by with caf 
lights, but walking,"’ Fleckles 
snapped. 
Bathurst told the council 'that 
Fleckles did not request a 
survey, but that he considered 
the 260-word report offered the 
council necessary to assessing 
the situation.

She Paints 'Em With. Old World Charm

Easter is less than three 
weeks away, and Mrs Earle 
Gildersleeve of Novato shared 
her talents in decorating eggs 
using bees wax with the paint 
and putter group of the Novato 
Newcomers Club.

decorating eggs since she was 
8 years old. 


ANNE’S FAMILY is Polish, 
but the Polish people probably 
got the art from, the Ukrain­ 
ians, who call this type of egg 
decorating “Pysanky,” Anne 
said. 


The Europeans used a stylus 
(a 
pom ted 
instrument i 
for 
waxing the eggs, but a good 
substitute is a straight pin 
stuck in a wooden match. 
The eggs should be hard boil­ 
ed, 
slowly, 
adding 
a little 
vinegar, to alkalize the egg 
shells. 
The eggs should be 
neither too warm nor too cold 
when beginning the decorating. 
They 
should 
be 
at 
room 
tem perature, and they can be 
rolled in the hand a bit before 
starting the decorating. If the 
egg is too cold, the wax will 
shrivel, if too hot it will not 
adhere. 
Anne stressed the fact that 
only bees wax should be used. 


Parafin will not work. The wax 
stiould be heated to a point 
where it does not smoke, but 
smells waxy and yet will cling 
to the head of the pin. Ideal 
containers for the wax are jar 
lids with the outside covered 
with foil. 


FOR A WHITE design, the 
bees wax is applied to the egg 
in any original pattern, holding 
the match in the hand and 
dripping the head of the pin in 
the hot wax, then applying it to 
the egg in a downward stroke. 
The egg is then dipped in the 
cold dye and for multi-colored 
eggs, the lightest dyes should 
be applied first, remembering 
not to make too much of a 
design the first time, as there 
will be no area left for other 
colors. FolIo;wing 'the various

dyes, the egg is held over a 
burner on the stove and when 
the wax is heated, wiped off 
with a cloth. 
When the egg is completely 
finished, a small amount of 
butter may be placed in the 
hand and the egg rolled in the 
hand for a high sheen.

Program, Maestro Blend 


Perfectly At Opera House

SAN FRANCISCO - Program 
and maestro were well matched 
last night at the San Francisco 
Opera House when the noted 
German guest conductor Hans 
Schmiclt-Isserstedt directed the 
San Francisco Symphony in a 
fine perforance of music in the 
Germanic tradition of Brahms, 
Beethoven and Richard Strauss. 
Schmid t-Isserstedt’s 
smooth, 
disciplined style was well suited 
to the classical structure of the 
Beethoven 
o v e r t u r e 
to 
“ Egmont” that opened, the con­ 
cert and Brahms’ Symphony No. 
4 that closed it. Yet he had plen­ 
ty of dynamic vitality and fire to 
do full justice to the romantic 
spirit of these works and the 
“ Don Quixote” tone poem of 
Strauss. He conducted ail but 
the Strauss work without score. 
The “Egmont” overture ex­ 
pressed Beethoven’s dramatic 
power — “Don Quixote” was the 
most exciting and colorful work 
of the evening — but the 
Brahms was the major musical 
edifice, full of grandeur and the 
kind of Brahms virtuoso music 
that depends on creative in­ 
spiration a n d expressiveness 
rather mere technical display.

Bonds Moves Up Fast 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - The 
trip from the ice and snow of 
Waterbury 
of 
the 
Eastern 
League to the golden sunshine 
of major-league baseball in San 
Francisco took less than two 
years for Bobby Bonds to com­ 
plete. It is unlikely that he will 
need a return ticket. 
"I remember the opener of 
the ’67 season in Waterbury ” 
says Bonds, who will open the 
season in right field for the 
Giants.

“That's not normal develop­ 
ment," says Giants* Manager 
Clyde King, who does not gener­ 
ally lean toward 
understate­ 
ment. 
Some 
other 
people 
thought the same thing at the 
time and Bonds was called up to 
take a look at big-league pitch­ 
ing. It was love at first sight. 
John Purdin, pitching for the 
Los Angeles Dodgers, tested 
Bonds with a fast ball and he 
promptly hit it over the wall. 
The bases were loaded at the 
time and Bonds became the 
first player in 70 years to hit a 
grand-slam home run in his first 
big-league game. 


Waiting to greet him at the 
plate to shake his hand was Wil­ 
lie Mays, affording Bonds his 
biggest thrill to that date. Imag­ 
ine, he thought, Willie Mays 
congratulating Bobby Bonds. 
Bonds finished the season in 
somewhat, less spectacular fash' 
ion, hitting .254 with nine home 
runs. But there was one side 
benefit. As he starts the 1969 
season, Bobby Bonds, now 23, 
is no longer just a 21-year-old 
kid who was playing at Water­ 
bury two years ago. 
“I 
feel 
confident 
and 
re­ 
laxed," he says. “ With the ex­ 
perience I got last year playing 
half a season, it relaxed me a 
little bit. I know most of the 
pitchers and what they’re going 
to throw. A person can’t be 


nervous and play this game. It 
helped me a lot being able to go 
up as soon as I did."

Bonds, who has great speed as 
well as power, and Mays are in­ 
evitable.

the first three weeks of the Viet 
; Cong’s spring offensive to 1.140, 
only 240 less than the 1,380 U.S. 
troops reported killed during the i 
eight weeks of 1969 prior to the j 
offensive. 
If the current casualty rate 
continues the total of American 
; dead in the Vietnam war will j 
exceed the Korean war toll of 
133,629 by the end of this month. 
South Vietnamese casualties 
were 325 killed and 1,156 wound­ 
ed, up from 259 and 1,058 the 
previous week, the government 
said. 
U.S. headquarters said 4.137 
of the enemy were killed last 
week, bringing the total enemy 
dead to at least 119,100 since the 
Paris talks began last May and 
to at least 465.479 since the Unit­ 
ed States entered the war on 
Jan. 1, 1961. 
The enemy toll for the first | 
three weeks cf the offensive is j 
15.099 dead according to allied 
figures.

end in sight, U.S. headquarters 
reported about 30 rocket and 
m ortar attacks on allied bases 
and towns last night.

The 6,000 Anguillans offered 
no armed resistance to the occu­ 
pation by 135 British paratroop- 
ers and marines, and there was 
only one major emotional out­ 
burst. 


When acting President Ronald 
Webster called on British offi­ 
cers at their command head­ 
quarters yesterday, a crowd of 
about 300 of his people hoisted 
him to their shoulders, shouted 
their support and sang the An­ 
guillan freedom song to the tune 
of the Battle Hymn of the Re­ 
public.

Teachers Try To Force 


Salary Hikes In Secret 


Spurred by the California Teachers 
Association. Marin's school teachers 
this year are asking for salary in­ 
creases well above those granted in the 
past — and in some cases are trying to 
push them through without the public 
knowing about them. 
They may be succeeding in several 
districts. 


TAMALPAIS 
HIGH 
S C H O O L 
District teachers this week presented a 
demand for a 10 per cent salary in­ 
crease plus additional fringe benefits. 
And they objected to presenting it in 
public. 
Last week, Larkspur School District 
teachers 
handed 
their 
board 
of 
trustees a demand for an 18.8 per cent 
increase, along with a seven-page set 
of rules for negotiating on it. 
Larkspur 
and 
Tamalpais 
H i g h 
School District trustees refused, right­ 
ly enough, to receive salary demands 
in secret. To do so would be contrary 
both to law and to the public interest. 


HOWEVER, IN DIXIE S c h o o l 
District negotiations are under way on 
teacher salaries for next fiscal year, 
yet the demands or proposals have not 
been made public. 
In Mill Valley, Supt. James A. 
Collins is negotiating with a teacher 
salary committee, yet its demands 
have not been made public. 
In Reed School District, the board of 
trustees 
has 
recognized 
a 
teacher 
negotiating council, but its demands 
have not been made public. 
In Ross, trustee L. G. Maclise is con­ 
ducting negotiations with teachers on 
salary demands that have not been 
made public. 
In Sausalito negotiators have been 
named by the school board, but the 
demands on which they are to meet 
and confer have not been made public. 


IT IS A FAIR GUESS that in these 
districts, the 
teachers 
are 
asking 
somewhere between the 8.5 per cent 
raise sought in Novato Unified District 
— the lowest damand so far reported 
— and the 20 per cent asked in San 
Anselmo School District — the highest 
so far reported. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


All these raises, of course, would be 
in addition to the annual increment, 
about $300 in most districts, which 
the teachers receive automatically. 
Some of the districts could perhaps 
pay the raises without going to the 
voters for an increase in tax rate ceil­ 
ings. Some could not. 
Salaries make up 80 to 85 per cent 
of a school budget. Therefore, a 10 per 
cent salary raise means an 8 per cent 
tax raise, one way or another. 


TWO AND ONE-HALF years ago, 
the California Teachers Association's 
Bay Section served notice on all school 
boards that the Ralph M. Brown Act 
requires 
them 
to 
conduct 
their 
business in public. 
This year, however, the CTA is mak­ 
ing an altogether different pitch. Its 
various local associations are seeking 
to meet in secret with school boards to 
bargain away the taxpayers’ money in 
the form of increased salaries and 
fringe benefits. 
It would pay the taxpayers at this 
time of year to attend school board 
meetings — and to make sure that the 
teachers’ 
salary 
demands and 
the 
board’s 
reactions 
to 
them 
a r e 
thoroughly aired within the hearing of 
at least a representation of those who 
will have to pay the bills.

ing with what he interpreted as 
an attempt to minimize the 
shelling of the cities and the 
enemy ground attacks sharply 
raising the level of American 
casualties. 
This would perhaps be unim­ 
portant — no more than the 
kind of sniping between press 
and 
officialdom 
in 
m a n y 
capitals — if it were not that 
one of the principal objectives 
of the latest offensive is at 
issue. The communist goal, it 
seems clear, is to convince 
American opinion that the Na­ 
tional Liberation Front and 
North Vietnam can carry on 
the war indefinitely. Therefore, 
at the Paris talks the United 
States must make major con­ 
cessions and start to move

A councilman's request to con­ 
sider putting one new streetlight 
on one existing utility pole on a 
dark Larkspur street sparked a 
testy exchange at last night's 
city council meeting.

cilmen agreed with Malvino, 
Fleckles said he had only asked 
for consideration of ‘‘one Tight 
on one pole. . .any insinuations 
notwithstanding.” 
He said the area near the 
school was dark and dangerous 
and should be lighted, adding: 
“ Somebody owes me some kind

but

reassessment of the idea that I'd 
be naive enough to ask the staff 
to go out and make a full-fledg­ 
ed survey without the approval 
of the rest of the council.

“ I want it understood I did not 
ask for i t . . . I don't think it was 
needed.” 
The subject flared again when 
councilman Neil R. Brixon said 
he had just driven past the spot 
and it was not dark. “ The prob- j 
lem is not driving by with car 
lights, but walking.'’ Fleckles 
snapped. 
Bathurst told the council that 
FTeckles

not request

survey, but that he considered 
the 260-word report offered the 
council necessary to assessing 
the situation.

She Paints 'Em With. Old World Charm 


By DOROTHY NEWELL 


Easter is less than throe 
weeks away, and Mrs. Earle 
Gildersleeve of Novato shared 
her talents in decorating eggs 
using bees wax with the paint 
and putter group of the Novato 
Newcomers Club. 
The art has been handed 
down 
to 
Anne 
Gildersleeve 
from 
her grandmother 
and 
mother. 
Anne 
has 
b e e n 
decorating eggs since she was 
8 years old. 


ANNE’S FAMILY is Polish, 
but the Polish people probably 
got the art from the Ukrain­ 
ians. who call this type of egg 
decorating “ Pysanky,” Anne 
said. 


The Europeans used a stylus 
(a 
pointed 
instrument) 
for 
waxing the eggs, but a good 
substitute is a straight pin 
stuck in a wooden match. 
The eggs should be hard boil­ 
ed, 
slowly, 
adding 
a 
little 
vinegar, to alkalize the egg 
shells. The e^gs should be 
neither too warm nor too cold 
when beginning the decorating. 
They 
should 
be 
at 
room 
termperature, and they can be 
rolled in the hand a bit before 
starting the decorating. If the 
egg is too cold, the wax will 
shrivel, if too hot it will not 
adhere. 
Anne stressed the fact that 
only bees wax should be used. 


Parafin will not work. The wax 
should be heated to a point 
where it does not smoke, but 
smells waxy and yet will cling 
to the head of the pin. Ideal 
containers for the wax are jar 
lids with the outside covered 
with foil. 


FOR A WHITE design, the 
bees wax is applied to the egg 
in any original pattern, holding 
the match in the hand and 
dripping the head of the pin in 
the hot wax, then applying it to 
the egg in a downward stroke. 
The egg is then dipped in the 
cold dye and for multi-colored 
eggs, the lightest dyes should 
be applied first, remembering 
not to make too much of a 
design the first time, as there 
will be no area left for other 
colors. Following the various 
applications 
of 
waxes 
and 
dyes, the egg is held over a 
burner on the stove and when 
the wax is heated, wiped off 
with a cloth. 
When the egg is completely 
finished, a small amount of 
butter may be placed in the 
hand and the egg rolled in the 
hand for a high sheen. 
Anne says there is a new 
“fizzy’’ cold water tablet dye 
that is excellent for coloring 
the eggs, but she uses two 
tablets rather than one for a 
deeper color, leaving the egg in 
the dye for at least an hour. 
However, Anne’s mother had 


sent her a brilliant purple dye 
for the day of the demonstra­ 
tion. and the dye took within a 
few minutes. 
Anne also related that her 
mother said years ago bees 
wax was plentiful in Europe 
but dye was not, so women 
saved onion skins for several 
weeks 
before 
Easter. 
They 
soaked the skins in water for a 
few hours before waxing the 
eggs, producing a nice golden 
brown colored egg. Men, using 
small pen knives, scraped the 
colored 
eggs 
with 
various 
scenes of trees and houses, but 
this is now a lost art, Anne 
said. 


SEVERAL OF the women at 
the demonstration asked about 
the keeping quality of an egg 
that is hard boiled. Anne told 
them the egg finally disin­ 
tegrates inside the shell if the 
shell is not broken. She had 
several colored eggs on display 
that she decorated a year ago. 
Some eggs have been kept as 
long as a hundred years, she 
said. 
“There’s going to be a lot of 
egg salad tonight,” one woman 
remarked as some of the eggs 
were cracked or dropped dur­ 
ing the decorating. 
There were s e v e r a l in­ 
novations in decorating too. 
One member used a small 
paint brush to apply the wax, 
and several members were 


making broader strokes using 
feathers. 
Many of the women were 
adept at the art, but there was 
also much laughter in the room 
as women joked about their 
mistakes. 
Following the demonstration, 
Anne said. “Oh, 
if only my

W OM AN HISTORY-MAKERS 
Crusader For The Voiceless 


American women have made 
their own challenge in their 
own way in American society.

Controversy over the care in 
California’s 
state 
m e n t a l 
hospitals brings to mind the 
name of America’s greatest 
crusader for humane 
treat­ 
ment of the insane, the ill and 
the imprisoned — Dorothea 
Lynde Dix. 
She exposed conditions that 
shocked America, m a k i n g 
herself a one-woman lobby in 
behalf of those unable to speak 
for themselves. 


It was by chance that she 
had happened to replace the 
usual Sunday school teacher at 
the East Cambridge, Mass., 
jail and found the women’s 
quarters there icy cold. She 
called for a slove immediately 
and 
was 
told 
that 
stoves 
weren't for crazy peoole, who 
in the 1840’s were often shut 
away in prisons. 


WHEN THE WARDEN ask­ 
ed her to get in and fix the 
place herself she did. Thus, at 
nearly 40, Dorothea Dix began 
a strong-wfJed crusade that 
created a nearly unmatchable 


record for public good. 
She had given up teaching 
when tuberculosis ended her 
activity. Recovered finally and 
living on her savings and book 
royalties, 
she 
sought 
new 
goals. They were ready made, 
she found, with her chance 
visit to the jail. 
She put her own childhood 
and health miseries behind and 
took up the cause of the men­ 
tally ill, who were usually clap­ 
ped 
into 
dark 
confinement 
away from public view and 
conscience. Generally t h e y 
were treated like beasts, and 
their behavior grew worse. 
Dorothea Dix collared two 
important persons, f u t u r e 
senator Charles Sumner and 
Samuel Gridley Howe, who 
took up the cause in the press 
and the courts. The stove and 
separate 
treatment 
for 
the 
mental cases from the other 
women 
prisoners 
were 
ob­ 
tained. But that was only one 
jail. 
She set off on an inspection 
tour that would eventually take 
her some 18 months through 
the state of Massachusetts, 
visiting every almshouse, jail 
and asylum. She found the in­ 
sane in cages, cellars and 
outhouses, living naked, cold 
and starving in filthy con­ 
ditions. 
She 
petitioned 
the 
state 


legislature and spoke, citing 
facts and names. At last the 
legislature passed her bill to 
enlarge the Worcester Asylum, 
a modest start. 


AGAIN SHE went, this time 
to Rhode Island, then New 
Jersey. Three years of visiting 
personally 
each 
place 
and 
studying pertinent information 
gave her the ammunition she 
sought. In Rhode Island she 
persuaded the richest man to 
donate $50,000 toward enlarg­ 
ing the Providence Asylum. In 
New Jersey she fought the bat­ 
tle to obtain public funds to set 
up a model asylum. 
On she traveled through the 
nation, 
finding 
the 
s a m e 
abominable conditions of suf­ 
fering and lack of care. Limbs 
were frozen off in the bitter 
winter months for lack of any 
heat, iron collars on patients’ 
necks were chained to floor or 
walls. . . the brutal list seemed 
endless. 


THROUGH 
DECADES 
of 
tireless exposure of these con­ 
ditions. Dorothea Dix brought 
a public understanding of men­ 
tal illness and pushed to create 
22 new hospitals for treatment 
of the mentally ill in 16 states. 
She surveyed needs and ca­ 
joled the legislators to action. 
It wasn’t enough. 
In her 
travels of some 60,000 miles 


she had found that not a third 
of those needing care were in 
asylums at all. Public lands 
were being given out liberally, 
why not set aside some for the | 
downcast, she reasoned. She 
spent six years in Washington 
while 
the 
Congress 
w a s 
meeting, keeping office hours 
in a cubbyhole given her in the 
C a p i t o l 
so 
that 
the 
Congressmen could c o n s u l t 
her. 
She was 
persistent, a 
single-person lobby for those 
u n a b l e 
to 
speak 
for 
themselves. 
At 
last 
both 
houses 
of 
Congress passed her bill, but 
the victory was short. Presi­ 
dent 
Pierce 
vetoed 
i t s 
authorization for public funds 
for social purposes, leaving it 
up to each state to care for its 
dependents. 


REELING FROM this blow 
and in ill health from malaria 
contracted 
on 
her 
travels. 
Dorothea sailed for England. 
But her rest there became an 
inspection tour of 11 European 
countries’ h o s p i t a l s and 
prisons. 
Scotland 
was 
a 
particular target. She raced 
back to London on the night 
train, buUonholed top govern­ 
ment 
officials, 
and 
shortly 
a f t e r w a r d Parliament ap­ 
pointed a commission with ap-
